fenses anti began cutting them before 
our trum pets sounded an order for vol­ 
ley firing. 
The first line of the enemy 
seem ed Just to melt aw ay under our 
fire. 
T he second line appeared to be 
shaken for an instant, but on it cam e. 
We could plainly see the officers in 
th e lend, w aving their sw ords and en 
couraging their men to the a ssa u lt 
A nother volley and the second line 
thinned out, but a third line cam e on. 
and the m ass crossed the line of wire 
defenses. 
“W hen ’Charge!’ 
was sounded 
we 
rushed forw ard to m eet them . 
Then 
our boys com m enced to fall, but our 
im petus w as too much for the guard. 
which w as m o w e d down and dispersed 
‘‘Of one regim ent only a single com 
pany rem ained. 
It w as led by a tall 
lieutenant, w ith a boyish face. 
He 
wore a monocle and carried a revolver. 
T his com pany stood to the last man 
and that last m an was the lieutenant. 
lie refused to surrender and stood his 
ground alone until the bayonets of the 
zouaves beat him down.”

C arrying th e wounded m an on his 
back, the G erm an Pole got aw ay from 
the G erm an zone unobserved and, aft 
er a long journey on foot, brought his 
wounded coreligionist to the Russian 
front lines Just after m idnight, where 
he left him, wishing him a friendly 
farew ell, and 
returned to his own 
camp- 
German Amazon Regiments.
